Circuit. Judge K. C. Higbee has 
rendered a decision in an interesting 
Vernon county case 
involving the 
division of certain church property. 
The trustees of the Utica Norwegian 
Lutheran 
congregation which had 
withdrawn 
from the 
Evangelical 
synod and joined the United church 
brought action for a division of par­ 
sonage property which 
was owned 
jointly by tile West Prairie, Had Ax, 
Kickapoo, North West Prairie and 
Utica congregations prior 
to the 
withdrawal of the Utica 
congrega­ 


tions. 
The plaintiffs 
demanded a 
sale and division giving them a fifth 
interest. 


On tUe ground the property wai 
in truf/t and intended for uses of 
the church by the original purchas­ 
ers the court held it could not be sold 
to an outsider, also that the Utica 
congregation was entitled to an un­ 
divided fifth, even though they had 
withdrawn from the synod. 
The 
court ordered the sale of the pro­ 
perty, limiting the bidders to the 
five interested congregations, so that 
the property will remain for uses 
originally intended, 
permitting at 
the same time satisfying the claim 
of the Utica congregation.
